CAMP BY SHERIFF 


SANTA BARBARA, Cal., Jan. 29. 
—I was deported back to Santa 


Barbara by a deputy sheriff when 
I attempted to hold a meeting at 
the San Marcos relief camp for 
single unemployed men. 

There are about a hundred men 
in this camp. They live in three 
bunkhouses made of tar paper over 
a two by four skeleton. The stove 
is an old oil-drum, Three gas lamps 
light each building.

BATAVIA, Java, Feb. 5.—When a 17% wage cut was added to the 
miserable discrimination and oppression that are the life of native 
enlisted men, the crew of the 6,530 ton Holland warship “De Zeven 
Provincien” mutineed in Oleole harbor, on the north coast of Sumatra 
at midnight last night. Jailing their 9 officers, they put to sea. Work- 
ers ashore put out all shore light at the moment of seizure and craft 
for the officers ashore to return aboard was suddenly missing. 

The remainder of the Dutch East Indies fleet, 1500 miles away in 
the Celebes, is now in pursuit. 

The mutiny followed a recent revolt of enlisted men at Sourabaya 
against a pay cut, More than 400 were arrested and are held for court 
martial. A seamen’s strike in Sourabaya last week was brutally 
smashed.

This development was not autematic. The fakers and 
their services to the bosses were exposed as a result of the 
continuous struggle based on the daily demands of the 
workers, led by the Communists and Unemployed Councils. 
The Communists and the Unemployed Councils did not 
isolate themselves from the mass of the workers but 
worked inside of the organization. 

The lessons of the Seattle victory should prove of tre- 
mendous importance especially to the workers in the cities 
where there is a strong self-heip or barter movement.

The workers, by their courageous fight, gave a splen- 
did example to show how the struggle for Negro rights 
should be carried out. Only through the force of such ex- 
periences will the Unemployed Councils of Los Angeles 


grow to become a powerful mass movement of the white 
and Negro workers. 
The case of Los Angeles is by no means the only 


example to prove that discrimination exists in the giving 


of relief. Quite recently a struggle took place in San 
Diego, led by the Unemployed Council, exposed the fact 


that no Negroes were hired on the El Capitan Dam, a city 
relief project. This was so thoroughly exposed that the 
city officials were forced to admit the fact, but claimed 
that nothing could be done since the work was contracted.
